Prof. Charles Richmond’ Henderson, 
friend of humanity, is critically ill in 
South Carolina, at Charieston. A report 
that he was dead reached the city yes - 
terday afternoon and aroused expressions 
of grief among all who had known of 
his varied activities—his work as head 
of the United Charities, as leader in the 
Chicago Unemployment commission, and 
as professor of sociology in the University 
of Chicago. 

Early in the evening. however, word 
came by the Associated Press that Dr, 
Henderson was still alive, though criti- 
cally ill, President Judson of the uni- 
versity, who was in Camden, B. C., went 
over to Charleston to the N his 
colleague. — N 5

Says Germany Will Fight to „ End. 

Greys worde must be à severe blow 
to those who seemed to have the hope 
they would bring about peace. He an- 
mounces that England will not quit until 
Germany is completely crushed. That 
day is far distant. History shows that 
the German people are not easily crushed. 
Hundreds of thousands of lives will be 
sacrificed and much bloed will flow, all 


be strong and powerful. 

“ We are thankful to Grey for his open 
avowal before the world of England’s 
motive and purpose. Does any one with 
knowledge of Englands history believe 
tor a moment that it is fighting for un- 
sélfish purposes. England, altruistic and 


pion of the downtrodden? 

“This is the England which starves 
54,000 women and children to a merciless 
death in order to extend British domina- 
tion. And if it has its way it would con- 
demn hundreds of thousands of German 
women and children to die of hunger, all 
because Germany must be crushed. 

“The words starvation does not blanch 
England s cheek with horror. It has too 
often heard the cry of thousands who 
died of starvation under the British flag 
in India. This is Englands favorite 
weapon of subjugation and in keeping 
subjugated.” 

Speaks of Peace Plans. 

The foreign secretary was asked about 
the conference which Sir Edward Grey 
proposed for the ostensible purpose of 
averting war, and he said: 

„We did not go into the conference be- 
cause we could not ask Austria to submit 
its case to the arbjtration of other powers 
not concerned. We suggested and sup- 
ported the plan of a direct agreement be- 
tween Austria and Russia. 


Admits Preparation for War. 

Regarding the preparatioris for war he 
said: 

“It is true that the German people 
made preparations to defend the father- 
land. Have not events justified it? Eng- 
land's design to crush Germany, now 
openly avowed by Grey, was no secret to 
us.

HUNGARY LOSES VAST SUMS 
BY ARMY CONTRACT FRAUDS. 


Manufacturers of Clothing and 
Dealers in Foodstuffs Arrested 
for Bribing Officers. 


(By Cable te The Chicago Tribune.) 

LONDON, March 26.—The Morning Post 
publishes @ letter written in Budapest on 
March 19, as follows: 

Army contract frauds may be common 
to all belligerent countries, but what we 
have had to pets with in Hungery Beata

$50,000,000. At Cuzeged nine of the most 
prominent wholesale dealers of the city 
were arrested for bribing officers who 
made it possible for them to supply the 
army with inferior foodstuffs at high 
prices. ü 

Shoe manufacturers who were army 
contractors for making half a million 
paira had furnished paper soles on the 
whéle consignment. The soldiers wore 
the shoes in dry weather ten days, in 
wet weather two days, before the soles 
simply melted away from the top part. 

“A still more extensive fraug concerned 
a hundred criminals, among them officers 
and members of the municipal legislative 
body, as well as rich and influential man- 
ufacturers, whose drove up to the police 
station in their private cars. These people 
were army contractors for khaki. They 
bribedy some of the officers in charge of 
the stores and delivered dyed woman's 
material of khaki color, of thin and in- 
ferior quality worth 75 cents a yard in- 
stead of $3 to $3.50 a yard. There are 
some among them who made more than 
$2,500,000 on the fraud, it is alleged.” 


U. S. FORTS LIGHT UP SEA 
TO BALK DASH OF EITEL. 


Garrisons Active at Hampton 
Roads, but Despite Fire Up Com- 
‘mander Denies Plans to Leave. 


Newport News, Va., March 26.—While 
the German converted cruiser Prinz Eitel 
Friedrich remained tied up at its plier here 
tonight and the lieutenant in charge de- 
clared it would not now attempt to put 
to sea, there was am unusual stir at Fort- 
ress Monroe and Fort Wool. | 

Searchlights flashed across the waters 
of Hampton Roads and a submarine and 
three destroyers of the United States 
navy were anchored in the roadsteed. 

Ali soldiers at the forts were said to 
have been ordered in and the big gun 
crews and mine 1 sent to their 
stations. 

There was no official explanation for the 
activity, but it wae said precautions prob- 
ably were being taken to prevent the Htel 
leaving without giving the notice re 
quired under international lew. 

Late tonight a flurry of smoke arose 
from one ot the Eltel's funnels, indicating 
there was fire under at least one of its 
boilers. The officer in charge, however, 
again asserted it would not leave tonight, 
but suggested ‘‘ some other night.”

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ITALY EXPETED | 
TO DECLARE WAR 


Rome Known fo Have Decided 
fo Join Allies; Bulgaria 
May Fight Turkey. 


(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 
ROME, March 26.—A declaration of war 
against Austria and Germany by Italy is 
expected at any moment. Despite the 
reticence of the foreign office, it has be- 
come known that intervention already 
has been decided on and that the ste is 
likely to be hastened by developments in 
the Balkans. 
There are various reports current as to 
the status of the negotiations being con- 
ducted by Prince von Buelow, the Ger- 
man ambassador, who is endeavoring to 
consent to territorial 
concessions to Italy on condition that this 
country remain neutral. 
In some quarters it is said that the Ger- 
many envoy ia still hopeful of success 
and is working unceasingly, despite the 
enormous obstacles he has met with. 


German Envoy Fails in Task. 
In other quarters it is asserted that the 
negotiations have definitely failed and 
that Prince von Buelow already has re- 
signed the role of mediator. This version 
goes on to relate that when the lest 
courfer from Vienna arrived he brought 
Austria's final terms, which were of such 
a character that the ambassador did not 
see fit even to present them to the Italian 
government, 

Pope to Back Government. 
It is said in diplomatic circles that the 
negotiations between the quirinal and the 
vatican concerning a modus vivendi in 
case of war have been satisfactorily con- 
cluded. The pope, it is said, has consent- 
ed to ask all envoys of belligerent powers, 
irrespective of whether they are Italy's 
allies or enemies, to leave Rome. 
Thus only Spanish and South American 
diplomats, who are neutral, can remain 
accredited to the holy see during the wer. 
The pope received in audience today the 
Marquis Boreadolmo. king's prefect of the 
palace. The audience is of unprecedented 
significance, and is a sign that the rela- 
tions between the vatican and Italy have 
improved remarkably. It also implies the 
pope's recognition. of the royal family, 
with which he hes heretofore had no in- 
tercourse. 

Invites Friendship of Britain. 
The Giornale d'Italia, commenting on 
replies received from prominent Englisb- 
men giving their view on Italo- British re- 
ia tions say that the cordial feeling while 
based in part on sentiment is founded 
mainly on political considerations, and 
that since Italy is essentially a seafaring 
nation she cannot ignore Great Britain's 
position on the sea. 

The paper also says that Italy's union 
with Germany and Austria existed con- 
jointly for years with cordial relations be- 
tween Italy and Great Britain, and that

To give this victory all its meaning it 
is necessary to add that it was gained by 
troops who for two weeks had been re- 
treating and who, when the order for 
the offensive was given, were found to be 
as ardent as on the first day. It also has 
to be said that these troops had to meet 
the whole German army and that from 
the time they marched forwaré they never 
again fell back. Under their pressure the 
German retreat at certain times had the 
appearance of a rout. . 

In spite of the fatigue of our men, in 
spite of the power of the German heavy 
artillery, we took colors, guns, mitrail- 
leuses, shells, more than a million car- 
tridges, and thousands of prisoners. A 
German corps lost almost the whole of 
its artillery, which, from information 
brought by our airmen, was destroyed by 
our guns.

Mocha Cream Cake. 
N inexpensive cooked cream made 
of one egg, a cup of milk, three or 
four tablespoons of sugar, and per- 
haps a tablespoon of corn starch 
may be flavored with strong coffee 
after it has been stirred till cold, and used 
to fill a cake, but ee 
are usually made. 

Mocha, or coffee flavoring, with 4 few 
drops of vanilla to intensify it, is some- 
times added to cake, but it is no improve- 
ment to its appearance, dulling tt con- 
siderably, although seeming to — 
its texture aa in the following: 

Mocha Cake Recipe. 

Whisk four egg yolks with a scant half 
cup of sifted sugar until they reach the 
ribbon stage. Before beginning to whiak, | 
or afterward, one tablespoon of strong

coffee and five or six drops of vanilla may 
be added. Whisk into this mixture three- 
quarters of a cup of flour sifted several 
times and finally fold in the beaten whites. 

The less flour in this cake the more like a 
cream it will be, but the harder to bake 
and cool without having to shrink too 
much. By beating the egg yolks with the 
sugar to the ribbon stage they will be as 
light aw the whites. Bake in a square or 
round tin for twenty minutes. When 
partly cool, turn out of pan, split and fill 
with part of cream, spread rest on top, 
eprinkje with a little powdered eugar or

Money for Beaches Asked. 
Voters are asked to approve an issue 
of $600,000 for the purchase of bathing 
beaches, playgrounds, and neighborhood 
centers. The winning back to public use 
of the lake front and the opening up of 
playgrounds in the more crowded parts of 
the city is a policy.to which the people 
of Chicago seem to be definitely com- 
mitted. :

The question of establishing a double 
platoon system for the fire department 
is one which if left to a vote of its own 
members probably would be defeated by 
2 to 1. It would add much to the expense 
of the department and, if it is not wanted 
by those chiefly concerned, it is hard to 
see why outsiders should force it upon 
them. 

Four Annexation Questions. 

There are four annexation propositions 
on the “little ballot.”” The villages of 
Clearing and of Elmwood Park, the city 
of Blue Island. and a small subdivision 
on the northwest side, containing some 
fourteen acres, are all more or less anx- 
jous to be taken into the protecting arms 
of Chicago. 

Usually these annexation propositions 
are carelessly approved by the voters of 
Chicago and defeated by their own people.

Reveals Identity in Chicago 
After Wiping Stain of 
Disgrace from Name, 


— 


J. B. Lindon of 1233 East Fiftieth street 
was happy yesterday for the first time 
since the Boer war. He was happy be- 
cause he had put the name of J. B. Lin- 
don behind him forever, with all the 
troubling memories of a disgrace to which 
he believed he had brought his father’s 
name, and had started out on a new road 
to success as the rightful Julian Arnold, 
son of the late Sir Edwin Arnold, world 
famous poet, traveler, and orientalist. 
For five years Mr. Arnold kept his iden- 
tity a secret to his friends and followers 
in Chicago, the while gaining a reputa- 
tlon as a writer and lecturer on foreign 
lands, foreign philosophy, continental re- 
ligion, and the meanings and purposes of 
art, subjecte which he heard his noted 
father discuss at the family board in his 
boyhood. 
Traveled All Over World. 

He had traveled all over the world, 
through twenty-one countries, trying to 
forget a business crash brought on by the 
Boer war, in which he became a bank- 
rupt, and afterward a fugitive from jus- 
tice, onan embezzlement charge—a charge 
on which he later was vindicated within 
twenty-four hours by the English courts. 

But Arnold still felt the sting of the 
shame he had brought the name of his 
distinguished father. He determined to 
make good under another name, to prove 
his worthiness to bear the name of Arnold 
before he again should assume t. He has 
made good, and the disclosure of his real 
identity has brought to light some poems 
by his father which he says never have 
been published.

Dr. Louis P. Wineburg, testifying in his 
own defense yesterday asserted the story 
told by Grace Belle Locher was false in 
every essential particular. He said the 
charge that he brought the girl from 
Kalamazoo to Chicago for purposes pro- 
hibited by the Mann act was trumped up 
with a view to extortion. 

It was merely a coincidence, the doctor 
said, that he happened to be in Chicago 
on May 6, 1913, the date Miss Locher said 
he took her to the Great Northern hotel. 
He presented a schedule of his move- 
ments from the time he arrived in Chicago 
till he left for home in Ligonier, Ind., the 
following evéning. At no time, he de- 
clared, did he see Miss Locher during this 
period.

Peace drew nearer yesterday to the fac- 
tions of Chicago building trade unions 
who are fighting over the adoption of a 
uniform three year agreement with the 
building construction employers.

Construction. Employers’ association and 
make a request for a joint meeting of rep- 
resentatives of employers and employed.

This meeting will be held today, it is 
expected, and it is heralded as the first 
step toward the adoption of a working 
agreement which will eliminate strikes 
for the next three years. 
The presence of Samuel Gompers, presi- 
dent of the Amertcan Federation of 
Labor, and Mr. Williams is believed to 
have saved the day for peace. 
Before the differences of opinion were 
ironed out Chairman Williams pounded — 
his gavel while chargee of graft and 
scandal were heard. Albert Alex, leader 
of the opposition to the Building Trades 
council agreement, which would make 
impromptu strikes impossible, left the 
room in @ rage. He was accused of 
‘*graft” by John Donlin, business agent 
of the plasterers’ umon. Alex declared 
certa'n contractors wete using labor lead- 
ers to establish a monopoly in the build- 
ing industry and dictate the policies of 
the unions. ; 
Employers Willing to Meet. 

E. M. Craig, secretary of the Building 
Construction Employers’ association, said 
the executive committee of that body 
would be glad to meet with the union 
committee. 

From one of the union leaders it was 
learned the only big point of difference 
between the warring unions now hinges 
on the demand of the employers that they 
be allowed to use either union or non- 
union material in the construction of
